These states were Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, and 
Massachusetts.

| NE of the worst hurricanes of 
O recent weeks struck the Fiji 
islands, about which there 
are probably more misconceptions 
than about any other of the Pacific 
iJiands. Three popular fallacies 
about the Fijis are: that they are 
tiny islets; that they are typical 
tropical lands, hot and unhealthy; 
and that the natives are savages. 
In reality the Fijis are the larg- 
est islands situated well out in the 
| Pacific. Only New Caledonia, the 
Solomon islands, and the Bis- 
marcks, all relatively close to Aus- 
tralia and New Guinea, are larger. 
The total area of the Fijis is great- 
er than that of the Hawaiian is- 
lands; and Viti Levu, the main is- 
land of the group is almost ex- 
actly the same size as Hawaii, 
the giant of the northern is 
lands. Fiji is, in fact, often re- 
ferred to as “the Hawaii of the 
South.” 

The area of Viti Levu is more 
| than 4.000 square miles, and this 
island alone is thus half the size 
of the state of Massachusetts. It 
is more than 75 miles long and 50 
broad and contains a mountain 
range with peaks 4,000 to 5,000 feet 
high. It is among the few Pacific 
islands with a river 50 miles long, 
which is navigable by small boats. 

Although Fiji is well within the 
| Tropics, having a south latitude 
| corresponding to the north latitude 
| of Jamaica, it has an unexpectedly 
temperate climate. This is due 
chietly to the considerable size of 
the islands and their mountains 
which intercept the clouds and cool 
air currents and bring them to low- 
er levels. Suva, the capital, situ- 


; ated on the largest island, has its! 


| tennis and cricket addicts who play 
in comfort. Fiji is truly a “white 
| man’s land.” The temperature sel- 
| dom tops 90 degrees Fahrenheit or 
drops below 63. So pleasant is it 
| most of the year that lightweight, 
| white clothing has not the vogue 
| that it has elsewhere in the Trop- 
| ies, and garments like those worn 
'In America and Europe are to be 
seen at all seasons. 

Ranks High in Healthfulness. 

On the score of healthfulness 
Fiji stands particularly high. It is 
said to be the most healthful trop- 


!jeal land in the world. The rear- 
ling of children by Europeans, 
fraught with difficulties in most 


other tropical lands, causes no anx- 
iety in Fiji. One surprise is the 
utter absence of malaria in the is- 
lands Mosquitoes are present, but 
| they do not transmit this and oth- 
| er diseases from which Europeans 
| suffer in other tropical lands. 


When first well known to Euro- 
| peans, in the late Eighteenth and 
|early Nineteenth centuries, the 


| Fijians were the most blood-thirsty 

and savage cannibals in all the 
| South Seas. Cannibalism was not 
| only indulged in when enemies had 
| been killed, these people actually 
slaughtered relatives and compan- 
| ions for meat. They quickly came 


under missionary influence, how- 
ever, and the entire native popu- 
lation became Christianized. The 


Fijian of today is mild-mannered, 


| kindly and courteous. 
| The natives are predominantly 
of Melanesian stocks, that is of 


the dark, negroid, kinky-haired type 
of islanders. There has been, how- 
ever, an admixture of Polynesian 
blood (like that of the Hawaiians 
nnd Marquesans) which has given 
the Fijian a better physique and a 
handsomer appearance than those 
of the full blood Melanesians. The 


Fijians are particularly race-con- 
scious, and although Europeans 
have been on the islands for a 


century, and although East Indians 
have made up a large part of the 
population for many years, there 
are practically no half-breeds. 
Many East Indians There, 

So large is the East Indian pop- 
ulation that it was thought a few 
years ago that the islands would 
eventually become virtually a col- 
ony of India. There are now about 
60,0Q0 Indians, 85,000 Fijians and 
4,500 Europeans in Fiji. During 
the past few decades sugar produc- 
tion has been Fiji’s chief industry. 
The Fijians do not take kindly to 
plantation work, so thousands of 
East Indians were imported to 
work in the ¢ane fields. These 
laborers were brought in on 
| fields. They were brought in on 
the “indenture” system, binding 
themselves to work for five years. 
| After the indenture period, thou- 
sands settled in the islands to grow

cane or rice on their own account, 
or to trade among the natives. The 
indenture system was abolished in 
1920 and as a result the sugar in- 
dustry seems doomed. The goverr- 
ment is encouraging the growth of 
rubber trees, cotton, and_ rice. 
Coconuts have been second only to 
sugar in importance. Thousands 


| of tons of the dried kernels, known 


as “copra,” are exported annually. 

Most of the valleys and hills and 
mountains of Fiji are blanketed 
with luxuriant vegetation. As in 
Hawaii, however, the lee sides of 
the islands have fewer trees and 
are covered with long grass. Only 
the fringe of the islands and the 
river valleys have been developed. 
toads are few, transportation de- 
pending chiefly on boats and 
launches. A surprising feature of 
the Fijis, especially to those who 
have thought of them as small is- 


lands, are the many large, broad 
rivers. The Rewa river near Suva 


is navigable for 50 miles. 

Suva is to the South Pacific 
much what Honolulu is to the 
north. It is the chief cable station 
of the Canada-Australia cable and 
a regular port of call for mail 
steamers from Vancouver to Syd- 
ney, Suva is also within easy 
of New Zealand and _ Australia 
und has weekly steamers to and 
from these dominions. 

Suva Is Quite Up to Date. 

It is an attractive little tropical 
city on a good harbor aproximate- 
ly two miles square. The chief 
business street of substantial con- 
crete buildings extends along the 
water front, and the residential 
sections climb the slopes behind. 
Practically all the dwellings are 
bungalows, white or cream colored, 
and usually with red roofs. Every 
bungalow has its broad verandas 
on at least two sides, and in many 
eases they extend completely 
around the house. The veranda, 
paradoxically, is the heart of the 
Suvan household. 

In spite of its remoteness, Suva 
ean furnish many of the comforts 
to which Europeans and Ameri- 
eans are used. It has a_water- 
works, electric lights, and tele- 
phones There are no street cars, 
but motor cars may be hired for 
drives around the town and into 
the nearby country. Viti Levu has 
only a limited mileage of motor 
roadways, however. 

Like most South 
Suva is cosmopolitan. 
stands on the Victoria Parade of 
an afternoon the passing show 
speaks of many lands. There are 
the young Fijians in “store” 
clothes, their shocks of bleached 
hair standing out from their heads. 
Behind them are Indian coolies and 
traders with their women. The 
latter are dressed colorfully and 
jingle with their heavy necklaces, 
bracelets, and anklets. Scattered 
in the passing groups are people of 
other Pacific lands: Solomon Is- 
landers, Samoans, New Caledon- 
ians. Conspicuous, of course, are 
the Europeans, the men usually in 
spotless white. In passing auto- 
mobiles are the women of the Eu- 
ropean colony. 

The Fiji islands constitute a 
British crown colony. They have 
been under the British flag since 
1874. 

Helped by the Panama Canal. 

The opening of the Panama canal 
was helpful to the Fiji islands. 
Before, the islands were as far off 
the world trade routes as Robin- 
son €rusoe’s isle. Since ships be- 
gan moving through the canal Fiji 
is on the traveled path between 
England and her important posses- 
sions, Australia and New Zealand. 
Ships having given Fiji a reason 
for commercial existence, the is- 
lands have striven gallantly to pro- 
duce not only sugar cane and 
copra, but also coffee, cotton, rub- 
ber and cattle. The odds are 
against Fiji in two respects ; native 
philosophy insists that life is 
made for fun and frolic and the 
warm tropics conspire to produce 
pests aS generously as plants. In 
the tropics, it is said, there is no 
ointment without its fly; sugar 
cane had its !abor shortage, the 
banana its borer, coffee its leaf 
disease, cotton the capricious 
American market, and coconuts the 
hurricane. In spite of these ,obsta- 
cles Fiji’s exports rose from $6,- 
000,000 in 1919, to more than $18,- 
000,000 in 1928. ; 

An occasional hurricane is very 
destructive, but normally these dis- 
turbances are affectionately known 
as “blows”
